EIGHT CASES OF PRESENTS 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 23.--[Special.]— 
Miss Alice Roosevelt arrived here today on 
her way back to Washington after a tour 
of the orient and now is speeding eastward 
on E. H. Harriman's special, which will try 
to break all records from coast to coast. 

The party, which, besides the president's 
daughter, comprised Mr. Harriman, Con- 
gressman Nicholas Longworth of Cincinnati, 
Miss Mabel Boardman of Washington, and 
Miss Amy McMillan of Detroit, did not land 
in this city, but wae t fred by tug 
from the steamship Siberia to the Oakland 
mole, where the train wae waiting, — 


‘Fabulously Rich. - 


Miss Roosevel 
eight large cases which went through in bond 
from Yokohama to Washington. She denies 
that they have the fabulous Value placed on 
them by newspaper romancers. The collector 
of the port wished to pass without examina- 
tion her personal belongings, which were in 
several trunks, but this she refused to allow, 
saying she wished to be treated like any other 
American girl.

The president’s daughter said she had a de- 
lightful trip, having seen many wonderful 
sights, but was glad to be back in America.

The things 
that I have seen on this trip have been in- 
teresting, of course, and instructive as well. 
Everywhere we were shown every attention 
and courtesy, and not a single disagreeable 
incident marred our pleasure. 


Gifts a Tribute to Country. 

‘“‘The gifts with which I was presented in 
various places I accepted as a compliment to 
my country and not in the nature of a per- 
sonal tribute. Please deny for me, however, 
that they represent any such value, or are 
of the fabulouS character reported in the 
newspapers. 

“ There is also absolutely no foundation in 
fact for the absurd story that I took a dive 
into the tank on board ship with all my or- 
dinary clothing on, as a result of a dare with 
Congressman Longworth. Neither did I re- 
ceive an offer of marriage from the sultanof 
Sulu. 

“The circulation of such nonsensical stor- 
ies is the only outcome of my whole trip that 
I have to regret. I have had an exception- 
ally enjoyable time from its inception, and 
have been in the best of health and spirits 
throughout. Iam going directly to the White 
house,”’ 

Mise Roosevelt declined to go into details 
concerning her trip, excusing herself on the 
ground that she was forbidden by her father 
to give interviews to newspaper men. 


Popular with Fellow Travelers. 


She was animation itself as, surrounded 
by her admirers, she bade farewell on the 
deck of the Siberia to her fellow voyagers, 
with whom she had become extremely popu- 
lar. She was dressed in a cark gray travel- 
ing costume, with a three-quarter length 
coat, white waist, and tan shoes.

Silent About Engagement. 

Longworth was asked about the reports 
of his engagement, but he laughingly de- 
clined to talk. But if anything may be 
judged from his manner, he is not an unhap- 
py or disappointed suitor. 

The train bearing Miss Roosevelt and party 
left the Oakland mole at 3:30 p. m. Its 
reservation is a part of Mr. Harriman’s 
plan to establish a new record from Yoko- 
hama to New York and also across the 
United States from ocean to ocean. 

The first stage of the journey W4s a suc- 
cess. The Siberia came direct from Yoko- 
hamae to this port in ten days ten hours and 
twenty-eight minutes, which breaks all Pa- 
cific records. The fastest previous trip be- 
tween the two places was made by its sister 
ship, the Corea, in eleven days eleven hours 
and five minutes. 

Mr. Harriman was greatly pleased over the 
exploit. He bet $2,000 with Robert Goelet 
of New York that the Siberia would beat

Now After Railroad Records. 

Now Mr. Harriman proposes to cross the 
American continent, a distance by the route 
selected of 3,234 miles, in 62 hours and 30 
minutes. No such speed has been accom- 
plished in the history of railroading. 

The special train of seven cars will main- 
tain an average of fifty miles an hour 
over the 2,834 miles of track which 
connect Chicago with San Francisco. If no 
accident happens it will be transferred to 
the Lake Shore tracks at the Sixteenth street 
yards in Chicago forty-eight hours from the 
time it leaves the station at San Francisco. 

In order to make this phenomenal time 
the run from Cheyenne to Omaha will aver- 
age nearly ninety miles an hour to make 
up time lost crawling over the Sierra Nevada 
mountains and the Rocky mountain range. 
The Union and Southern Pacific are Single 
track roads, and to insure safety the track 
is ordered cleared two hours ahead of the 
special. All switches will be spiked down. 


Pilot Engine Will Precede Train. 


As a further precaution a pilot engine will 
precede the train. The officials want no risk 
of the recurrence of the Mentor wreck. 

Accompanying Mr. Harriman are J. 
Kruttschnitt, | director of maintenance and 
operation, who has personally attended to 
the arrangements for this trip, and J. C. 
Stubbs, traffic manager of the Harriman 


‘Toads: The Northwestern will take the train 


from Omaha to Chicago on an equally fast 
schedule, and the Lake Shore will haul the 
train to Buffalo. The train will go over the 
line of the Erie road from Buffalo to Arden, 
which Is near New York City. 

The Lake Shore will attempt a schedule be- 
tween Chicago and Buffalo faster than that 
of the “‘ Twentieth Century,’ and if possible 
this schedule would be reduced by an hour 
and the run made in eight hours and thirty 
minutes, as against the regular schedule of 
nine hours and forty minutes for the 539 


miles. 


Will Shorten Time 22 Hours. 

The time of the Overland limited, the 
fastest regular train between Chicago and 
San Francisco, is 69 hours and 56 minutes. 
It ig the purpose of Mr. Harriman to shorten 
this time by 22 hours. 

The Southern Pacific will have the haul 
from San Francisco to Ogden, 841 miles, and 
ite schedule will be 16 hours and 45 minutes. 
Over this division the train will have to 
climb the Sierra Nevadas. From Ogden 
to Omaha is 1,005 miles, over the Union 
Pacific,-and there, again, the mountains 
intervene. The scheduled time for this run, 
however, is 21 hours. It will probably be 
on this division, however that the fast run 
west of Chicago will be made. From Chey- 
enne to Omaha is 620 miles, and down hill 
for every inch, It is the prize stretch of the 
Union Pacific for making up time, and it is 
on this run that the expected speed of ninety 
miles am hour will be made. 

From Omaha to Chicago it is 489 miles, and 
the Northwestern will haul the train in 10 
hours and 45 minutes, 15 minutes faster than 
the fast mail, 


Learned Much in Orient. 


Mr. Harriman had this to say about the trip 
through the orient: 

“TIT have been so long away from railroads 
that I have become a new man. I was inter- 
viewed when last th San Francisco, but was 
either misquoted or misunderstood. 

‘As to my-trip to the orient, all I have 
to say is that it has been one of pleasure to all 
the party, interesting, as well as inexpensive. 
We were treated by all classes, especially in 
Japan, with the utmost courtesy and consid- 
eration. While our visit was for rest and 
recreation, we were enabled to learn many 
things. The rank and file of the people gave 
us opportunities for seeing and learning 
much which otherwise we could not have 
learned. 

* Japan is working out her own destiny,’’ 
continued Mr. Harriman. “ The people are 
intelligent and alive to their interests, are 
seeking closer alliance With our people. This

“ As for China—we were in that country a | 


few days—she is beginning to wake up and 
probably will open herself.

MAYOR ASKS VOTE 
ON SUNDAY LAWS. 


Suggests That the Rev. W. A. 
Bartlett and Followers Get 
Referendum on Sab- 
bath Closing. 


PROMISES TO OBEY IT. 


Mayor Dunne has a new use for the refer- 
endum. He wants to try it on the question 
of -.whether saloons should be closed on Sun- 
day or not. If a majority vote for closing 
them he will do his best to obey, If the de- 
cision is the other way things are to remain 
as they are. 

He made the suggestion while discussing 
the demand for his indictment by the Rev. 
W. A. Bartlett of the First Congregational 
church, Mr. Bartlett wanted him punished 
for not locking up the drinking places on 
Sunday. 


“Mr. Bartlett; in my opinion,” sald the ' 


mayor, “is an honest, conscientious clergy- 
man who represents a small minority in the 
community. He is enthusiastically in favor 
of closing the saloons on Sunday—and every 
other day, I imagine—and speaks what he 
believes. I have no fault to find with what he 
has said. 

“In my Judgment, however, it is physically 
impossible to do what he wants. Prosecu- 
tions could be started ase they have been 
Started in the past and there would be no 
good results. All former attempts in this 
direction have failed. J 


Can’t Indict Entire People. 

“You can't indict an.entire people. When 
an old and mildewed law has,no public senti- 
ment behind it it is impossible of enforcement. 
It simply is repealed by lack of popular sup- 
port. 

“ The cry that the best way to repeal such 
a law is to try to enforce it, is fallacious. 
There are dead laws on the statute books of 
eyery nation and every state. They simply 
have dropped out of use. On the statute book 
of England are many laws which are nomi- 
nally alive, but which nobody has tried to en- 
force for generations. The‘ Blue laws’ of 
Connecticut were never repealed; they simply 
died after public sentimént had ceased to 
support them, 

“ We had a test of the sentiment of Chicago 
on the Sunday closing question when Colvin 
was elected mayor in 1873. His opponent 
pledged himself to close the saloons on Sun- 
day and Colvin promised a wide open town. 
Me was elected five to one and he certainly 
kept his promise. Chicago has never cared 
to put that question to such a test since, 

“I have not heard of any call on a subse- 
quent mayor to enforce this state law. Ido 
not now hear any call on the governor or the 
gtate’s attorney to enforce it. 

“ But the question as to whether public 
sentiment demands the closing of saloons on 
Sunday or not can be determined easily. I 
am a great believer in obeying the wili of the 
people. I would suggest to the worthy gen- 
tlemen who are now 80 active, that the matter 
be submitted to a referendum, If it shows. 
majority in favor of Sunday closing it will 
demonstrate that my judgment ag to puwuc 
sentiment is wrong andl will do what I can 
to shut up the bars.”’ 


Lewis Says Church Breaks Law. 
Corporation Counsel Lewis was disposed to 
criticise Dr. Bartlett on the ground he or his 
congregation did not obey the laws. 
“T was pained,’’ he remarked, ‘‘ while at 
the First church the other day, listening to 


the eloquent words of the eloquent preacher, 
' to see how many violations of the fire or- |

Dr. Bartlett denies this charge. 

‘Our church was renovated and thorough- 
ly fitted to the requirements of the recent fire 
ordinances,”’ he said.

| Prosecution Might React. 

“There is no question about the guilt of 
the mayor,” continued the minister, “ and 
there is little doubt that he could be pun- 
ished as the law directs. There are several 
men in Chicago who are ready to go ahead 
on the plan I outlined, but they are held in 
check by the idea that the mayor's friends 
would assert that he was the innocent vic- 
tim of a set of cranks. This might cause a 
reaction against the Sunday closing law. 

“The enforcement of the law is bound to 
come. We might hasten it by proceeding 
againet the man whose neglect of duty is 
keeping it a dead letter, but we prefer to 
let the force of public opinion bring it about.” 

“One difficulty about closing the saloons 
on Sunday,” said a lawyer, “ is that it would 
be almost impossible to secure the indictment 
of saloonkeepers on such a charge by grand 
juries, or to convict them by juries in jus-

CALLS G. BERNARD: SHAW. LIAR. 


Stephen Coleridge Denies Novelist’s As- 
sertion That Irving Sought Knight- 
hood from Victoria. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Oct. 23.—George Bernard Shaw, 
the novelist, having accused Sir Henry Irving 
of having personally sought knighthood, 
Stephen Coleridge, the artist author, hae 
written to the press vindicating the dead 
actor. 

He relates that he himself in 1888 asked his 
father, who was then lord chief justice of 
England, to approach Gladstone, then prime 
minister, on the subject of knighting Irving. 
Gladstone replied it was essential to ascer- 
tain whether Irving would accept the honor. 
Coleridge, the presént writer, declares he 
interviewed Irving, who refused on the ground 
that an actor who appealed to the public for 
favor ought not to do anything that could 
possibly be misconstrued. 

Coleridge believes Lord Rosebery, when he 
was prime minister, in 1895, asked Queen 
Victoria to knight Irving, who, being in- 
formed that this had been done, agd com- 
manded to go to Windsor to receive the 
honor, had too much delicacy to risk offend- 
ing the queen by refusing, but the fact that 
he never used his title on his playbills is an 
indication that his opinion remained un- 
changed. 


CHILEANS IN BLOODY REVOLT. 


Scores Killed or Wounded in Street 
Fighting in Santiago—Cattle Tax 
Stirs People’s Fury. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

SANTIAGO, Chile, Oct. 23.—Following 
@ serious clash between police and 
crowds yesterday, in which len persons were 
killed and hundreds wounded, rioting broke 
out afresh today and scores were killed and 
wounded in fierce street fighting. This after- 
noon the rioters were repulsed after an at- 
tack upon the gas works. 

The department has been declared in a 
state of siege. While the streets are com- 
paratively tranquil tonight the greatest 
alarm prevails. 

Yesterday's rioting followed a meeting 
called to petition the government to abolish 
the import tax on Argentine cattle. Owing 
to the absence of the troops, who are now 
engaged in maneuvers two days’ march from 
the capital, the police were unable to main- 
tain order. 

The troops are expected to return tonight.

Decorations Gayer than Ever. 


The scheme of decorations this year made 
the scene of the opening night more bril- 
Mant than ever before. The brown stretch 
of odorous tanbark Inclosed in its green 
paling and surrounded by smartly decorated 
boxes, was spread beneath a fair firmament 
of green and yellow bunting, ribbed with 
arches of electric lights.

Statement by President Stevens. 


. President James W. Stevens of the Hlinois 
Life iasued an official. statement during the 
day setting forth the company’s side of the 
controversy with the state, in which he says: 

‘* With reference to the published report to 
the effect that a large sum of monéy was paid 
out to influence legislation in Kansas, it is 
absolutely without foundation. Not one dol- 
lar was paid by the Iilinols Life Insurance 
company, nor by any one in its interest, for 
the purpose of influencing legislation in Kan- 
sas. It is a matter of record that the so- 
called enabling act was procured to be passed 
by persons interested in the old company long 
before the Illinois’Life Instirance company 
was invited to present a proposition of rein- 
surance. The cost of procuring the reinsur- 
ance of the Kansas Mutual was small com- 
pared with the amount of business Involved. 

“There were in existence at the time of 
the reinsurance a number of renewal con- 
tracts and other claims ‘that had to be as- 
sumed and paid for by the. Illinois Life In- 
surance company. Then, too, the law pro- 
vided that the reinsurance had to:be effected 
by a convention of policy holders. 

‘“‘ All the money paid out on account of the 
teinsurance was to take care of the outstand- 
ing renewal contracts and the expenses in- 
curred by reason of the policyholders’ con- 
vention called to consider the matter, and 
sundry expenses incident to the receivership 
and the examination of the company’s affairs 
by the actuaries of the Kansas and Illinois 
departments.’’

MUTUAL'S CHIEF STATISTICIAN 
WILL GIVE DIVIDEND #IGURES. 


Legislative Insurance Committee Ex- 
pects to Learn Today Information 
. Which President McCurdy Refused 
to Givé—His Company te Be Under 
Fire All Week—Pennsylvania Puts 
Ban oh Renewals—S ystem Is Held 
‘to Be Illegal. 


New York, Oct. 23.—[Special.]—The Arm- 
strong legislative insurance committee will 
resume its investigation tomorrow morning. 
Officiale of the Mutual Life will be called 
to the witness stand again, and the chances 
are that that company will be the sole ob- 
ject of the committee's attention for another 
week. 

The first witness will be the Mutual’s chief 
actuary, Who will be called upon to furnish 
the information which President McCurdy 
refused to give. The committee will want 
chiefly to know why the dividends paid to 
policy holdérs have decreaséd in amount 
steadily, while the company’s business and 
its assets have increased at an enormous 
rate. The investigators will want the actu- 
ary to explain just what line of argument, in 
the minds of the Mutual officers, justified 
them in increasing the president’s salary 
$50,000 at a clip while the returns to the 
poey holders were falling off at a surprising 
rate. 


May Call Senator McCarren. 


The investigators intend also to go into 
the Mutual’s relation to the Brooklyn Wharf 
and Warehouse company in detail. The Mu- 
tual was oné of the heaviest investors in the 
securities of that company, having put in 
something like $4,000,000. The company 
didn’t make @ success of it and was reorgan- 
ized into the New York Dock company. 

It was réported today that the investigat- 
ing committée may call Senator Patrick Mc- 
Carren. and even Charles F. Murphy to tes- 
tify in regard to the affairs of the dock com- 
pany. This report was discredited tonight 
by persons connected with the investigation, 
but it wase.admitted that efforts would be 
made to ascertain all the facts in regard to 
the relation of the Mutual Life to this com- 
pany and that the inquiry might include an 
examination into steps that had been taken 
looking toWard the acquirement of the dock 
company’s property by the city. 

According to .reports brought to the atten- 
tion of the inevstigating committee, nego- 
tlations were opened up by the dock company 
through Senator McCarren for the purchase 
by the city of the company’s property, which 
includes a> large part of the most valuable 
water front in Brooklyn. When the nego- 
tlations were opened Murphy, it was said, 
was secretary of the dock board, under Dock 
Commissioner J. Sergeant Cram. 


Still Hope to Sell Property. 


It was said that the Mutual Life still has 
hope that it will be able to dispose of the 
property to the city for $30,000,000. The com- 
pany has otitstanding $10,000,000 preferred 
and $7,000,000 common stock and $11,580,000 
of 4 per cent bonds. 

It is Hkely that there will be only two ses- 
sions of the investigating committee this 
week, as five members of the committee— 
the assemblymen—are up for reé#lection and 
have someé hustling to do at home. After the 
hearings this week nothing further will be 
done by the committee in the way of a public 
hearing until after election day. 


Special Renewals Iiegal. 

Harrisburg, Pa., Oct. 23.—Attorney General 
Carson today furnished Insurance Commis- 
sidner \Martin ‘with a brief opifion in which 
he holds.that.the special renewal contract 
issued by the Mutual Reserve Life Insur- 
ance. company: of New York may not be le- 
galiy issued;in Pennsylvania.

Wants a Larger Navy. 


After pledging his utmoet endeavor to drive 
all dishonest men out of public service, the 
president launched into his favorite theme, 
the upbuilding of the navy. On this subject 
he said: 

* Here in this seaboard city I want to say 
another word, and that is about the United 
States navy. Again, Judge Semmes, in 
passing by the monument of your illustrious 
father. I felt the thrill of pride that all Amer- 
icans must feel, that the names of their 
combatants in that famous ship duel are 
commemorated in the names of the Kear- 
sarge and Alabama, in the United States 
navy now, and that if ever they have to go 
into action they go into action side by side, 
manned by Americans against a common foe. 

“Tt know that an audience composed as this 
audience is, of men who either themselves 
fought or whose fathers fought in the civil 
war, appreciate to the full the sound national 
policy (if I may use the vernacular) of never, 
bluffing unless you mean to make good. We 
undertook to build the canal because we said 
that owing to our position and interest and 
stand we were the only nation that could 
or should do it.. That means that we have 
got to protect fit and police it ourselves. We 
do not ask anybody else to help us do the 
work we have allotted to ourselves. We 
must therefore bring up and keep up our 
navy to the highest point of efficiency. 

“Tt is not necessary to have a large navy, 
but it is necessary that ship for ship it should 
be just a little the most efficient navy in the 
world. In battle the shots that count are 
the shots that hit. There are plenty of gal- 
lant fellows—we saw them among the Span- 
larde—who will go down with their ships. 
That is all right. If there is nothing else to 
be: done, go down with the ships rather than 
surrender.

mittee. Almost every one now knows he 
was put there merely because it was neces- 
sary to find some one to head off Senator 
Penrose of Pennsylvania, whose appointment, 
it was felt then by men close to the presi- 
dent, would be little short of a political dis- 
grace. The turning down of Senator Pen- 
rose has been justified by recent events, and 
meanwhile Mr. Cortelyou “made good” at 
the head of the national committee. 


Moody’s Plans Not Definite. 
Just when Attorney General Moody will 
retire is, of. course,.a problem. He expects’ 
to get away before July 1, but this depends 
entirely upon the progress made with the 
beef trust cases. It is hoped to get them 
all out of the way in the lower courts within 


a comparatively short time, but no one knows 


how far the packers will proceed in the way 
of appeals. There is a chance for an end- 
less amount of litigation of this character 
and the government officials realize that 
even if convictions are secured at Chicago 
it may take a long time, possibly years, be- 
fore the judgments can be executed. Attor- 
ney General Moody, it is said, has promised 
the president to remain at the head of the 
department of justice as long as it is neces- 
sary to get the beef trust cases fairly going, 
but, of course, he cannot be expected to aban- 
don his lucrative private practice to fight all 
these cases through the upper courts. The 
chances are, therefore, that he will be able 
to get away by July 1, when Secretary Bona- 
parte is to take his place. 


Promotion for Meyer. 


During the negotiations which led up to 
the signing of the treaty of peace President 
Roosevelt was extraordinarily interested in 
the splendid diplomatic work by Ambassador 
Meyer. All the pressure exerted upon the 
czar by the personal influence of the presi- 
dent was conveyed through Ambassador 
Meyer. He displayed rare tact and accom- 
plished some things where another man 
might have failéd. Ever since then the presi- 
dent has desired to recognize this brilliant 
diplomatic success and a position in the 
cabinet is to be Ambassador’s Meyer's well 
earned reward. He is a Massachusetts man, 
and for a long time that state has had a 
peculiar claim on the navy department, which 
has been recognized in the appointment of 
Secretaries Long and Moody. 


Secretary Metcalf’s Position. 


As to the possible vacancy in the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor there is a great 
deal of doubt. Secretary Metcalf comes from 
California and naturally he represents the 
extreme anti-Chinese view, which is com- 
mon, and, indeed, almost inévitable, on the 
Pacific slope. President Roosevelt, on che 
other hand, has extremely liberal views on 
this subject and is disposed to soften every 
possible regulation of the immigration bu- 
reau for the purpose of making it easier for 
the higher grade of Chinese to get into this 
country under the existing laws. 

On account of this honest difference of 
opinion many people have insisted of late 
that Secretary Metcalf would of Nis own 
accord withdraw from the department or 
possibly be transferred to tne postoffice when 
Secretary Cortelyou takes up the treasury 
portfolio. 

Both the president and Secretary Metcalf 
recently have denied that there is any likeli- 
hood of a change in the department, but for 
some reason people associated with the sec- 
retary in official life seem to think he has 
made up his mind to retire, and department 
gossips already have picked up James R. 
Garfield as his probable successor. 

There is but one thing certain in regard 
to this particular case, which is that the 
most cordial relations continue between the 
president and the secretary, in spite of their 
constitutional difference of opinion on a mat- 
ter of public policy. In this respect the 
position of Secretary Metcalf is quite differ- 
ent from that of the secretary of the treas- 
ury, it béing a matter of current gossip that 
the president and Secretary Shaw do not hit 
it off nowadays quite so pleasantly as they 
used to do. 


MRS. BUCKLEY FORMALLY HELD 


Coroner’s Jury Decides Woman Must 
Face Criminal Court on Charge of 
Murdering Mrs. McCluskey. 


Mre. Clara May Buckley was held to the 
Criminal court yesterday by a coroner’s jury 
on the charge'of murdering Mrs. Clara A. 
McClusky, 666 West Madison street. Two 
women, to whom Mrs. Buckley spoke of 
the crime within an hour of the time it oc- 
eurred, testified, and the police introduced 
the signed confession which she made in 
the Lake street station Friday evening. 

Mrs. Buckley appeared at the inquest in 
the custody of the matron of the Desplaines 
street station. She displayed no emotion. 
but seemed to be in a daze. She looked 
directly ahead of her and showed no inter- 
est in the testimony.

Clothing and jewelry valued at $1,500 were 
stolen mysteriously from an express wagon 
while the property was being moved from 
one house to another. Last night detectives 
from the Cottage Grove avenue station be- 
gan an investigation to discover the where- 
abouts of the clothing and jewelry and solve 
the mystery connected with their disappear- 
ance, which was reported by Miss Kate 
Butcher, 8017 Michigan avenue.

HAS SHIFTED VIEWS. ‘— 


Samuel Spencer, Head of the Southera 
‘Rsilvay, Points Out:That Roosevelt 


iz his Speech at Raleigh, N.C. In- 
dieated = Radical Change in Views | 


—Apparently Abandons the Esch- 
Townsend Bill for One of Broader 
Scope, Giving Heads More Leeway. 


Washington, D: °C., Oct. 28.—[Special.}— 


Samuel Spencer, president of the Southern | 


Reilway company, in an interview here to- 
night admitted that President Roosevelt's 
maximum rate proposal would give shippers 
east and wést lower freight rates, but insisted 
that the lower rates would make such in- 
roads into. the revenues of the railroads that 
deterioration in service might result. 

Mr. Spencer also pointed out that Prest- 
dent Roosevelt's speech at Raleigh, N. C.,: 
indicates that he has made a radical change 
in his views—a change which, if enacted into 
law, would give the railroads more leeway 
than they would have had under the Esch- 
Townsend. bill. 

_“ The president's speech at Raleigh,’ said 
Mr. Spencer, “ indicates that he is not dis- 
posed now to insist that the power over rates 
which he favors should be exercised by the 
interstate commerce commission, but by ‘an 
administrative body.’ Again in the Raleigh 
speech the president advocates that the ad- 
ministrative body shall have power after 
complaint and hearing to fix only a ‘ maxi- 
™mum rate,’ not an absolute rate, unalterable’ 
thereafter by the carrier as provided for in 
the Esch-Townsend bili. 


Change of Views Vital. 

“The difference hetween these two posi- 
tions is vital. To fix absolute rates unalter- 
able by the carrier is to determine definitely 
and arbitrarily the relative advantages of 
competing cities or regions. To prescribe 
maximum rates only leaves the carrier free 
to make reductions, and may, and genefally 
will, result.in adjustments which will bring 
down whole tiers of rates, leaving the rela- 
tion of rates as they were, and entailing 
enormous losses to the railways. 

“ For instance, an adjustment of rates to 
southeastern territory that would be more 
favorable to Cincinnati, Chicago, and St. 
Louls, ag compared with the rates from.the 
Atlantic seaboard cities, could not be suc-. 
cessfully made by a governmental agency’ 
limited to the making of maximum rates, for 
the reason that if it should be ordered that 
the rates from the middie western cities 
should not exceed a certain maximum, the 
railways from the eastern cities, or the water 
lines, still would be free to lower their rates, 
and they would be forced to do so in order 
to retain their business and to preserve:the 
business of the cijjes depending on them for 
transportation facilities. 

“The result would be that substantialiv 
the same relative adjustment of rates that 
had existed before the issuance of the order 
would be restored, and no one would have 
received any substantial or lasting benefit. 


Would Make Rates Lower. 


“Tt fs true that the shippers from both 
secfions would have lower rates, but they 
vould be obtained at the price of such in- 
roads into the revenues of the carriers that 
éeterioration in service might result. 

“ The importance of this consideration, not 
cnly to the railways but to the shippers as 
well, can be appreciated at this time, when 
there is a car shortage all over the country, 
with freight congestion at many points. 
Despite the fact that the railways have been 
investing largely in extensions and incurring 
enormous obligations for the purpose, their 
facilities are not equal for the traffic de- 
mands upon them. These increased ex- 
penses still continue, and from the present 
outlook must continue for a long time. This 
will require large additional sums of money, 
which the railroad cam obtain only through 
earnings and the sale of new securities. 
Governmental action would render still more 
dificult the task of meeting the require- 
ments of the public, 


Gives Railroads More Leeway. 

“ The speech at Raleigh indicates also that 
the president favors giving to the railroads 
more leeway than he formerly suggested by 
not having the rate take effect immediately, 
but in some reasonable time. 
time for a rate may mean time for a review 
of it by judicial and not administrative au- 
thority, if the rights of property are found 
to be involved, 

“ The Esch-Townsend bill, as passed by the 
house of representatives last winter, would 
-not only have subjected the roads to punish- 
ment before judicial conviction, but the char- 
acter of judicial review proposed was such 
that they would not have had the benefit 
of an equitable trial even after conviction, 
for the courts would have been precluded 
from considering the reasonablenss of the 
rate complained of, and the rate ordered by 
the commission would have been set aside 
only if it-had been found to ve confiscatory.”’

« Moscow Faces a Famine. 
Minister of Finance Kokovsoff yesterday 
received a telegram from the governing com-. 
mittee of the Moscow bourse, which said that 
a continuation of the strike for a week longer 
would force every factory in the Moscow 
region to shut down, owing to the lack of 
coal, whether or not the bands took part in 
the strike. 
The same condition of paralysis threatens 
all the trade and industry of Russia unless 
the strike speedily is settled. The inhabi- 
tants of Moscow are already feeling the 
effects in the increased prices of food and 
they even are confronted by famine. 
As the demands of the men are purely po- 
litical it seems impossible to satisfy them by 
economic concessions. Prince Hilkoff, min- 
ister of railroads, yesterday vainly appealed 
to the Moscow strikers on the basis of his 
own experiences in England and the United 
States, but he spoke to deafears. The men 
talked of nothing but their political rights, 
which, of course, the prince was powerless 
to grant. 
The situation is apparently at a deadlock, 
from which egress can only be had by the 
surrender of one side, or, perhaps, the procla- 
mation of martial law on the railroads. 


Prince Tied Up for Hours. 

The last link that bound Moscow, the com- 
mercial center of the empire, with the outer 
world was broken yesterday afternoon when 
the men on the Nicholai road, connecting 
Moscow with St. Petersburg, went on strike. 
The engineers shut off steam in their en- 
‘gines, and Prince Hilkoff had great difficulty 
in obtaining a trew for the special train 
-which brought him to St. Petersburg at mid- 
night. 

St. Petersburg has but one line to the 
frontier, and the employés held a meeting 
late last night to decide whether or not they 


: .. should participate in the strike movement. 


Pais tenctenet motors the government, ° 


Brig. Gen. Thomas H. Barry and Capt. 
Sydney A. Cloman of the United States army, 
who have been with the Russian army in 
Manchuria, left late at night for Vienna on 
what was perhaps the last train out of St. 
Petersburg. Railroad trains are now run- 
ning only in the border regions of the empire. 

Pathetic scenes are reported from Moscow, 
where thousands of the poorer inhabitants 
of the adjoining provinces have been wait- 
ing for four days for trains to take them 
home. They are camping out near the rail- 
road stations and in the sireets, and many of 
them are without money and the necessaries 
of life.

NEW REFORMS IN SIGHT. 


Peace Envoy Joins with Liberals 
and Emperor Accepts His 
Views. 


Petersburg Correspondent of the 
London Daily Telegraph.) 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 23.—The czar and 
hig advisers finally have decided to establish 
a constitutional régime, with a cabinet of 
ministera, with count de Witte as premier. 
Count de Witte has convinced his majesty 
against the pleas of the court party of the 
mecessity of granting popular liberties. A 
bill, therefore, has been drawn, granting lib- 
erty to the press. Another is being framed 
guaranteeing the right of association and 
public meeting. Both measures have been 
drawn in a broad, liberal spirit. 

Count de Witte, owing to the condition of 
his health, did not desire to become the head 
of the new government, but it is understood 
the czar has asked him to take the post with 
the title of minister president. Count de 
Witte steadfastly has refused to secapt any 
portfolio. 

There is every probability that all out- 
ane ge questions of detail will be solved 

factorily in the courseofthe week. The 
Russian empire will be thenceforth run 
wholly on new lines. The Russian people 
will have it in their ‘power to remove ob- 
stacles to progress and to build up national 
prosperity and to cotperate in making their 
own laws. 


Heaping Honors on Peace Envoy. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 24, 3:46 a. m.— 
It was persistently reported in the clubs and 
in government circles late at night that the 
emperor yesterday had appointed count de 
Witte premier, with the portfolio of minister 
of finance. All the papers this morning give 
prominence to the report. 

The question of appointing a cabinet with 
a responsible premier, to which a faction in 
the ministerial ranks has been offering stub- 
barn opposition in special conferences, is 
likely to be decided Wednesday next. 

The reception of the countess de Witte by 
the empress yesterday is considered a singu- 
lar evidence of the emperor’s determination 
to confide his fortunes to the hands of count 
de Witte. No other interpretation is placed 
upon it in court circles, where the reception 
of the countess created a tremendous sensa- 
tion. 

The countess de Witte is a Jewess of ordi- 
nary birth and had never before been re- 
ceived at court. When M. de Witte was ap- 
pointed minister in the "90s the emperor was 
reported to have said to him: “ Remember, 
you are not married.’ The fixing of his 
wife’s social status, which has been one of 
count de Witte’s ambitions, must rank as 
one of the triumphs of his life. 


Witte in High Favor. 

Count de Witte, it now seems, has definitely 
come into imperial favor and the shrewdest 
observers consider it certain that he will 
shortly be in active direction of the govern- 
ment, as premier and head of a responsible 
cabinet. 

Since his return from the United States 
count de Witte has boldly ranged himself 
onthe side of the liberals and has not only 
advocated complete liberty of speech, of the 
press, and of the assembly asa corollary of 
the coming national assembly but has urged 
the extension of the powers of the national 
assembly along the lines demanded by the re- 
formers, as well as a broader franchise, so as 
to admit of fuller representation from the 
ranks of labor and the cultured classes. 


Eclipse of the Grand Dukes. 

The decrease of the influence of the grand 
dukes perhaps made it easier for his majesty 
to turn to count de Witte. The resignation 
of Grand Duke Viadimir, the emperor's un- 


cle, as commander in chief of the military”

TOKIO, Oct. 28.—The emperor and Admi- 
ral Togo today reviewed Japan's entire navy, 
comprising 308 warships, all fresh from the 
war, and including twenty-two vessels cap- 
tured from the Russians. 

There were the Slavs’ former battleship 
Pureviet (renamed by the Japanese the Sag- 
ami), the Poltava (Tango), the Nicolai I. 
(Iki), the ironclads Gen. Admiral Apraxine 
(Okinoshima), and Admiral! Seniavin (Mino- 
shima), twelve auxiliary cruisers, including 
three captured vessels; twenty-eight torpedo 
boat destroyers, including the captured Be- 
dovi and Ryeshitelni; seventy-seven torpedo 
boats, and five submarine boats. They were 
drawn up in six lines. 

The emperor on board the cruiser Asama 
led by the protected cruiser Yaeyama and 
escorted by the gunboats Tatsuta, Chihaya, 
and Manshu, passed along the front of the 
first line which was headed by the battleship 
Shikishima, Admiral] Togo’s flagship. 

When the Nicolai I., which was at the end 
of the line, was reached the cruiser Asama 
headed due north and then tn a westerly di- 
rection, entering between the second and 
third lines, and afterwards resumed its orig- 
final position. During this maneuver Admiral 
Togo was at the emperor's side. 

The mikado then received in audience on 
board the Asama Admiral Noel and the cap- 
tains of the British and American warships 


present (the battleship Wisconsin and the } 


cruiser Cincinnati). 

The weather was fair, but it was misty on 
the water. Popular enthusiasm was aroused 
to the highest pitch. Besides the thousands 
who witnessed the naval pageant from all 
sorts of large and small vessels in the bay 
all the available points of vantage along the 
shore were densely covered with eager spec- 
tators. 

The spectacle caused mich joy and satis- 
faction among the Japanese, especially in the 
breasts of those who recalled that only forty 
years have elapsed since at that spot no 
warships except those of foreign powers ever 
had floated. It is believed that the review 
will give a most powerful stimulus to nationa! 
education.

Gallagher gained .somé distinction locally 
as a prize fighter. He hab held several offices 
in the structural iron workers’ union. He 
first came into notice when arrested on @ 
charge of having mutilated electrical fixtures 
in a house in Edgewater, where nonunion 
men had been employed. It+was in this case 
that the court records werechanged. Harry 
Peikus, a clerk in the criminal -clerk’s office, 
was convicted of having made alterations to 
show that a case against Gallagher had been 
disposed of, and he was sentenced to six 
months in jail. Pelkus later was released 
on account of his fll health. Gallagher, Gus- 
tav Sauer, and Philip J. Angel were charged 
with paying Pelkus to make the changes. 

Gallagher was acquitted of the murder of 
Constable Biedermann. -He admitted being 
in the saloon where Biedermann was killed, 
but said the constable in a scuffle discharged 
the revolver himself. 


TEAMSTERS THREATEN STRIKE. 


Men Engaged in Hauling Machinery 
Demand an Increase in 
Pay. 


Teamsters engaged in hauling and rigging 
machinery have delivered a strike ultima- 
tum to their employers, the majority of 
whom are members of the Chicago Team 
Owners’ association. Unless demands for an 
inerease in wages are granted before Thurs- 
day morning the drivers threaten to stop 
work. 

The chief contention over the question 
of pay for the men k#own as machinery 
“riggers."" They have been receiving 35 
cents an hour and ask for 50 cents. A high- 
er scale of wages for drivers of three horse 
teams also is sought. The present pay is 
$16 a week. 

Secretary Cavanagh had one meeting with 
the union committee and refused to enter- 
tain the demands. Another meeting was 
suggested by Mr. Cavanagh but the com- 
mittee insisted upon an immediate answer. 
There are about 200 teamsters in the local.

OPEN THE RAILWAYS’ BOOKS. 
President Roosevelt, in*his speech at 
Raleigh, N. C., last..Thursday, argued 


interstate conimerce commission power to 
compel railways to open all their books for 
examination by expert government account- 
ants whenever, in the opinion of the éom- 
mission, such examination is required by 
public policy. Under existing law the 
commission has limited means of securing 
information regarding the true inwardness 
of a railway’s relations with its patrons. 
Like the public, its members may read the 
railway’s published reports, but these re- 
ports often are misleading and cover up as 
much as they disclose. 

The right to examine the books is neces- 
sary to secure what the president called 
“a real and not a sham control to the gov- 
ernment representatives.” The Elkins law 
presents the anomaly of prohibiting the rail- 
ways, under penalty, from giving rebates 
and of providing no adequate means to find 
out if they are giving them. It is believed, 
apparently on substantial ground, that re- 
bates are being granted and discrithinations 
practiced now. One form in which it is 
suspected that rebates are being granted is 
that of fictitious damages for injuries to. 
goods in transit. Another is that of com- 
missions to freight solicitors. A large con- 
cern appoints one of its employés to pose 
as a freight solicitor. He purports to get 
the concern's business for a railway, the rail- 
way*pays him a commission, and he turns the 
commission into his employer’s cash draw- 
er. Such transactions are, of course, just 
as much violations of law as the giving of 
rebates direct, but without opportunity to 
inspect the railway companies’ books it is 
almost impossible for government officials 
to detect them. 

Assuming that the interstate commerce 
commission will be given authority to fix 
rates, the power to compel railways to open 
their books would serve another highly use- 
+ ful purpose besides that of making it harder 
to cover up rebates. Kept in ignorance, as 
at. present they genePally hre, of many im- 
portant details of the railways’ business, it 
is always hard and often impossible for the 
interstate commerce commissioners to de- 
cide with confidence whether a given rate 
If they 
could demand the railways’ books the dim- 
culties of their rate investigations would

Repeatedly have I beeti taken to task by

kingdom was vested by the constitution in 
the hands of the sovereign have been denied 
frequently. Yet the sensational revelations 
contained in the “ Life of Barl Granville,” 
written by Lord Edmond Fitzmaurice, young- 
er brother of the marquis of Lansdowne, the 
present secretary of state for foreign affairs, 


more than confirm everything that I have 


said in the matter. For they show that if In 
1864 the English government abstained from 
intervening actively in behalf of Denmark 
against Germany and Austria, it Was entirely 
due to the determined opposition of Queen 
Victoria. 

Both Lord Russell and Lord Palmerston, 
respectively premier and secretary of state 
for foreign affairs, were bent upoh a policy 
of active interference in behalf of Denmark. 
Popular sentiment throughout England was 
strongly in favor thereof, public sympathy 
being aroused in behalf of Denmark, not only 
by the gallantry of her fight against such 
overwhelming odds .but also by the hold 
which the then princess of Wales—a Dane— 
had already secured upon the affections of 
the people of her adopted country. In France 
popular sentiment was likewise strongly for 
Denmark, and Napoleon III. was ready to co- 
operate with England against Prussia and 
Austria in behalf of the little Scandinavian 
kingdom,

But, according to the revelations contained 
in the ‘‘ Life of Earl Granville,”” Queen Vic- 
toria stood.in the way, would not hearof any 
interference with Prussia, turning a deaf eat 
to her ministers and to her éldest son and 
daughter-in-law. And as France did not 
care to undertake the task alone Prussia and 
Austria were allowed to overwhelm the 
Danes. Had it not been for Queen Victoria’s 
attitude on that occasion, had France and 
England joined hands against Prussia and 
Austria, the policy of Prince Bismarck 
would have been arrested, the development 
of Prussia into the now so powerful German 
empire obstructed, and the whole course of 
political events during the last two score 
years, so eventful in.every respect, might 
have been changed.

That these extraordinary revelations should 
have been made at this particular juncture,

Channing Pollock ig a man of many and 
varied resources. For several years he has 
been one of the most successful press agents 
in the theatrical world of this country. In 
the phrase of the profession he has “ land- 
ed’’ about as many cleverly planned stories 
cancerning the plays and players with whom 
he had to do as has any of his ablest col- 
leagues. And to accomplish this is to pos- 
sess unfailing ingenuity. He now should set 
his ingenuity to Work and it should work 
rapidly. He has made a stage version of 
Marion Michelson’s book, *‘ Iu the Bishop's 
Carriage.’’ But he has made a mistake,in 
his third act—a serious one. He has per- 
mitted the villain of the play to give utter- 
ance at the close of that act to @ sentence 
which, while it maybe wholly in keeping with 
the character, is so brutal and so scurrilous 
that the theater going public cannot and 
should not be expected to accept it without 
protest.

If the playwright insists upon retaining 
this accusation, then his play should be re- 
moved from before audiences such aa those 
that assemble at any respectable theater. 
The house at Powers’ last evening literalHy 
shuddered when the speech was made, and 
with entire right. To accuse a woman to her 
face of being a common harlot and voice the 
accusation in the coarse language of the 
criminal is carrying “ realism ’’ beyond the 
point of endurance. The fact that the hero 
floors the rascal the moment the speech is 
ended does not help matters. He should be 
floored before tHe speech is made. -Mr. Pol- 
lock should get his ingentilty to. work before 
tonight’s performance is given. He may 
have to force it to labor rapidly; for the entire 
fourth act of the play hingés on this speech. 
But, the. speech should be changed or com- 
pletely eliminated. Either this or Mr. Pow- 
ers should mot’be surprised if the regular 
patrons of his theater remain afar off dur- 
ing the two weeks’ run of the Pollock play.

Latimer has been 
hunting for him all day long, and now Nance 
pleads with Tom to “ say it is not so."" Tom 
finally admits he lied—he does it for his 
‘‘ nal’s sake ’—and, bidding Mr. Latimer to 
go to a region supposedly more than tropical 
in temperature, departs whither no one 
knows or cares. Nance consents. Every- 
body comes on the scene, and the reformed 
thief, her reformer, the reformer’'s mamma, 
and the bishop all crowd into the carriage

This ie the melodrama Mr. Pollock has 
evolved from the novel. It is wholly out of 
place at Powers’, and it would not be a good 
play in any theater. It is too mild for the 
houses where “ thrillers’”’ are loved, and it 
is too strong for those where better dramatic 
fare is offered. - It Was saved so far as was 
possible by the manner in which it was acted. 
Mr. Byron, Miss Taliaferro, Mr. Ratcliffe, 
and Mr. Stewart did werk which would have 
carried a better play to fine success, and 
which did the utmost to make the present 
piece endurable. But their labors were 
wasted, for even histrionic genius could noty 
make ‘“‘In the Bishop's Carriage” convin- 
cing. Miss Tallaferro was peculiarly sweet 
as Nance the Reformed, and discovered a 
simplicity and naturalness in the scene of 
Latimer’s proposal which promise notable 
achievement from her later in her career. 
Mr. Byron by his manliness and personal 
likableness made Latimer as possible as the 
dramatist would permit,.and Mr. Ratcliffe 
lent to Tom the vigor and brute force which 
the unpleasant part demands. The Ramsay 
of Mr. Stewart was one of the bright spots 
in the performance. He played a continually 
intoxicated man of the town with a good 
humor that was irresistible and a discretion 
which saved the portrayal from all sugges- 
tion of unpleasantness.

New York, Oct. 23.—[{Special. }—Accor 
to the program Mme. Kalich perf 
Maeterlink’s ‘“‘Monna Vanna” tonight at 
the Manhattan theater for the first nm 
English. Unfortunately, this is not 
true. The gifted Yiddish actress sfoke “neat 
Englsh,.”” At times it sounded lIike the real 
thing, but it would not stand the wear and 
tear of the performance anywhere near 
as well. 

The simple fact is that, dynamic and dra- 
matic as this play is in its broader outlines, 
it is at its best and most characteristic mo- 
ments what its author calls static—a soul 
tragedy that works itself out without any 
sound and fury in the innermost recesses of 
the spirit, among the deepest, tenderest 
emotions of the human heart. 

First, last, and always what it requires of 
the actors is diction—the accurate, lifelike 
pronouncement of each word, never failing 
tO command all the shuttles of human 
speech. Mme. Kalich’s command of Eng- 
lish was not equal to the task. Point after 
point of the soul tragedy Was st for lack 
of salient and accurate diction. 

It was not until in the stirring climax of the 
last act she showed anything like her true 
power. Here, spent by her fruitless effort 
to overcome the blind prejudices of her hus 
band, she rénounces him in her heart with 
magnificent, womanly courage, and turns te 
the love of her barbarian, and, secretly plan- 
ning to save him from her husband's fe 
venge, she flees with him. The momentis 
electric in its revelation of sheer devotional 
power, and it thrilled the audience througt 
and through.

Toronto, Ont., Oct. 23.—[Special.]—John 
Thompson of Port Arthur, Ontario, on Satur- 
day came 850 miles to see Dan Patch perform 
here. He has waited on the police authorities 
and today interviewed Premier Whitney, at- 
torney general of the province, in an effort 
to get a warrant h would permit him to 

examife Dan for certain distinguish- 
ing marks, ees he claims will prove Dan 
Patch ts the trotting horse Arrin, which was 
stolen from him under sensational circum- 
stances nine years ago. 

Thompson has an American Trotting asso- 
elation register certificate of Arrin, br. h.. 
foaled in 1890 by Red Mack—Jenny Middle- 
ton. In the fall of 1896, after Arrin had won 
all before him in Ontario meetings, he placed 
Arrin. in the care of W. B. Ketcham and one 
MacDonald for training at Bradf thirty 
miles from Toronto. On New Yeat’s eve 
the stables were burned. It was claimed Ar. 
rin was destroyed, but. afterwards other 
articles claimed to have been burned were 
discovered to have been’ sold. Thompson 
says he never saw Ketcham again. 

Thompson saw Dan Patch race on Saturday. 
“Jt it meant eternity to me,” he said, “I 
could swear h is Arrin.”’ 

The crowmattorney could not issue a search 
warrant because of the risk involved in seiz- 
ing sucha valuable horse. Dan Patch leaves 
Mere tomorrow for Minneapolis. His man- 
agers have nothing to oe Bay. 


Horsemen will smile at ia this above. Dan Patch’s 
bistory, from day he was foaled to the present 
time, is known personally-to more than a score 
of horsemen. He was foaled the property of Dan 
Messner, a merchant in the little town of Oxford, 
Ind., one hundred miles from Chicago, and his 
dam was sent to Joe Patchen from that town, the 
horse being located that year at a station on the 
Illinois Central road not far away. The dam of 
Dan Patch was bought at public auction in Ken- 
tucky by Messner, and her son is now 9 years old, 
having been foaled in 1896. Application was first 
made to register the horse under the name Dan 
Patchen, but as this already was taken the name 
Dan Patch was selected as a substitute by J. 
H. Steiner, at that time registrar of the Trotting 
Register association. The colt staid in Oxford 
until he was 4 years old, being then raced four 
times by a-local trainer. He won all these races, 
and the following spring was taken in hand by 
M. BE. McHenry, who ultimately drove him to a 
record of 1:56.

Springfield, Ill, Oet. 23.—[{Special.]—The 
special committee appointed by the State 
Association of County Clerks to study and 
report upon the new primary election law 
passed by the last general assembly is hope- 
lessly involved in the intricacies of the act. 
The committee today decided to appeal to 
Attorney General Stead for assistance. Sev-. 
eral members have reached the conclusion 
that the law is inoperative. 

A sample of the difficulties encountered by 
the committee is found in the difference of 
opinton regarding the official] ballot. Ac- 
cording to some of the clerks there is noth- 
ing in the law which authorizes the print- 
ing of ballots, although it is plain enough 
the county clerk is to furnish the paper. 
It is provided that the ballots must be uni- 
form, but nowhere is the responsibil.ty for 
this uniformity fixed. The presumption is 
that the clerk is the man to attend to this 
matter, but the law is singularly silent as 
to detalii, 


Responsibility Proves a Puzzle. 
‘Another thing thet puzzles the clerks is 
the division of responsibility with the county 
central committees of the various political 
parties. The committees are to determine 
whether or not the candidates shall be nomi- 
nated by direct vote or by delegates in con- 
vention. 

Where delegate conventions are to be held 
the names of the candidates for office must 
also appear, and the county clerks want to 
know what they are to doin the event that 
a.candidate gets a popular vote and fails to 
land the delegates. 

Numerous other seeming inconsistencies 
in the law are pointed out. Among other 
things the statute makes no provision what- 
ever for the nomination of candidates for 
clerk of the Appellate court. There are 
more than 100 distinct provisions in the bill, 
and the*clerks have given up the task of 
harmonizing them. Lawyers they have con- 
sulted in their various counties also have 
been staggered by the task. 


Bill Once in Good Shape. 

The confusion regarding the law is a neces- 
sary sequel to the manner in which it was 
passed.
